Response to Arguments 



5. Applicant's arguments, see Remark pages 6-10, filed 9/1 1/2007, with respect to 
claims 1-3 and 5-7 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1-3 and 5-7 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-3 and 5-9 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts of record fail to teach or suggest in combination, the steps of "providing 
a stable high frequency reference signal; dividing said high frequency reference 
signal which allows a system clock signal to have one of a plurality of system 
clock phases; recovering said received PN clock signal by providing PN phase 
adjustments of said received PN clock signal;", in combination with " generating a 
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tracking control signal in response to said PN phase adjustments for adjusting 
said system clock phase to one of the plurality of available phases; and adjusting 
said system clock phase in accordance with the tracking control signal to provide 
said synchronized system clock signal " in order to form "A METHOD FOR 
PROVIDING A SYNCHRONIZED SYSTEM CLOCK SIGNAL HAVING REDUCED 
JITTER IN A SYSTEM HAVING A RECEIVED PN CLOCK SIGNAL, SAID 
SYNCHRONIZED SYSTEM CLOCK SIGNAL BEING SYNCHRONIZED WITH SAID 
RECEIVED PN CLOCK SIGNAL", as recited in claim 1, and some variation of wording 
as recited in claim 7, and further limitation of their respective dependent claims 2-3, 5-6, 
and 8-9, correspondingly.
